Yesterday morning's French communiqué, save 
The Times, shows that, while the enemy is still 
heid upon both wings, he has made further pro- 
gress in the centre towards Chateau Thierry on 
the Marne, though at a slower rate, and on a 
much narrower front. He has failed to de- 
touch from Soissons after several attempts, as 
the plateaux to the south which command the 
outlets remain in French hands. These heights 
were strongly fortified in 1914, and our Adties 
are now reaping the advantages of their fore- 
sight. On the right extremity of the line the 
French official report staies that ihe Franco- 
British troops broke up all attacks and con- 
tinued to maintain their positions. The Ger- 
man Main Headquarters, on the other hand, 
claim that the forts to the north-west of the 
city have fallen, and that La Nenvillette and 
be ihény, two villages only eome half-mile from 
the town, have been taken. The venerable city 
of Kheims is evidently in danger. The Germans

A STRANGE CASE. 

Our Birr Correspondent telegraphed last 
evening :—At an inquest on William Dolan, at 
Lusmagh, yesterday, Frank Larkin, a farmer, 
deposed that on Wednesday morning, about 
one o'clock, as Donnelly, a neighbour, 
came into the kitchen wearing only a jacket. 
He said that his mother was dying, and for the 
love of God for all to get up.

I‘flew for safety here, and 
for God's sake give me some clothes to put 
ou.” The witness asked his son, John, was 
here any ammunition in the house.

The wit- 
hess sent two of his eons to inform the police, 
as they decided that they were not sufficiently 
armed to meet the raiders. Hie sons started 
for the police at Annagh on bicyeles. Imme- 
diately that they were gone the witness heard 
them shouting.

EDUCATION BILL. 


THE COMMITTEE STAGE, 
HOUSE OF COMMONS—Thursday.

The House again went into Committee on the 
Education Bill, Mr. Whitley in the chair, and 
resumed consideration of Mr. Marriott's amend- 
ment to omit Sub-Section 3 of Clause 8, which 
leaves it to the Board of Education or the 
local education authority to decide as to the 
efficiency of the education given to a child ®ho 
is “é attending a school recognised by the 
Board as efficient i 

Sir J. H. YOXALL urged that the sub-section 
should be retained. 

Mr. WILSON FOX supported the amendment, 
and characterised standardised education as a 
great evil. 

After further debate, i 

Mr. ES FISHER offered io withdraw 
the sub-section, and to bring up on report an 
amended sub-section, modifying the ition of 
the Board of Education and the local education 
committees in the matter. 

This course was agreed to, and the sub-section 
Was withdrawn. 

An amendment by Commander Wedgwood, 
providing that local education authorities shall 
only, on the request of not less than ten parents 
of children attending public elementary schools 
in the area, raise the age to six, was defeated 
by 188 to 3 votes. 

Mr. KING moved to omit from Sub-Section 
5 the provision that where a child, by reason of 
its attendance at some course of practical or 
special instruction or demonstration was pre- 
vented on any day from receiving religious in- 
struction in the school at the ordimary time, rea- 
sonable facilities should be afforded for enabling 
such child to receive religious instruction in 
the school at some other time. He said that this 
was an absurd proposal, which would impose an 
unreasonable obligation on both the teacher and 
the scholar. 

Mr. FISHER said that it would only be a 
matter of rearrangement of the time-table. To 
omit the provision would be to disturb the exist- 
ing. compromise on the religious question

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AMIENS BOMBARDED. 

The shelling of towns behind the line-—some 
of them very far behind—~is ing more in- 
tense, says Mr. Hamilton Fyfe, Special Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail. Amiens has been 
bombarded with a good deal of vigour during 
the past twenty-four hours. This coincides with 
the mereased activity-of the German air raiders. 
During the period of full moon the nights in 
some places are scarred by searchlights, by the 
drone of the enemy's engimes, and by the inde- 
fatigable coughing of anti-aircraft guns, 
punctuated by the explosions of bombs. With 
every explosion comes the thought into one’s 
mind of such terrible scenes as those in the hos- 
pitals that have suffered so pitiably of late.
